Learn Benefit Rights 


Cape Girardeau, Mo., Jan. 1.— 
Making official announcement that 
Gld-Age and Survivors Insurance 
under the Social Security Act is 
now in full effect, Harry L. Gil- 
haus, manager of the Social Se­ 
curity Board field office at Cape 
Girardeau, today called the atten­ 
tion of wage and salary earner to 
their rights under its provisions. 
He requested that persons in the 
following classes call at or write 
his office: 
1. Wage earners aged 65 or over. 
2. Families 
where 
the 
wage 
earner has died since 
midnight 
December 31, 1939. 
““Workers aged 65, even though 
they do not contemplate retiring 
at present, would do well to learn 
what their rights are,” said 
Gil- 
haus, “particularly if 
they 
are 
faced with unemployment, 
part 
time work or reduced wages. In 
such cases, submission of claim­ 
ant's paper even though the work­ 
er does not retire ‘freezes’ the 
amount of benefit so that it will 
not be lowered later regardless of 
wage reductions or time reduc­ 
tions. Benefits, of course, will not 
be paid until the worker actually 
retires. 
“Wage 
earners 
w’ho 
reached 
age 65 in 1937, 1938 or 1939 and 
who have already received 
lump 
sum payments may still be eligi­ 
ble for monthly payments. 
“When a wage earner dies after 
January 1, 1940, his survivors may 
be able to qualify for monthly pay­ 
ments if there aic young children 
in the family.

AlvlNG little heads out of big 
ones Is an old Jivaro custom 
once in vogue — now fast losing 
favor—in the jungles at the head­ 
waters of the Amazon. The finished 
product is known as sansa. The 
ilvaro, instead of collecting scalps, 
brings back his victim’s head and 
shrinks it. It is a long process which 
requires a great deal of patience and 
skill. First the bone structure is 
carefully removed. The head is then 
lowered into a boiling concoction of 
herbs which gradually shrinks it to 
the size of a man’s fist, darkening 
it considerably in the process. 
When sufficiently shrunken the 
head is removed from the liquid 
and—with eyelids and lips tied shut 
is filled with hot sand—and the 
features worked back into their 
original form. The head thus filled 


course—in order to return iiu- Cl­ 
ients—over a smoldering fire whit, 
smokes and preserves it. When it i 
sufficiently “cured” to bold its shape 
the sand is emptied out. The resul 
is startling to say the least—a tin* 
yet perfectly formed hollow heat, 
with full length brows, eyelashe;^ 
and long flowing locks.

Milk bottles represent a heavy investment in the 
milk industry. For every gallon of milk sold by a 
Dairy, there are at least fifteen to twenty bottles nec­ 
essary to take care of the needs of the customers. In 
other words, if a Dairy is bottling 1000 gallons of milk 
each day, it will be necessary for that Dairy to have on 
hand, in retail stores, or customers’ homes a total of at 
least 15,000 milk bottles. 


Now 15,000 bottles cost a lot of money. The aver­ 
age cost of a milk bottle with our name pyroglazed 
thereon is about six cents per bottle. 
Last year 
we 
spent over $4,000 for milk bottles, for a total of about 
67,000 milk bottles. We don’t know where all the bot­ 
tles went. 
Many of them were filled with milk once 
and disappeared. Others have made as high as thirty 
trips, some probably more. 
Our normal breakage in 
the plant is small, because our equipment is made to 
handle glass milk bottles, 
• 


Speaking of disappearing, we are reminded of a 
fellow who came into our plaat a few weeks ago and 
wanted to sell us some of our own bottles. (We have no 
bottle deposit in Sikeston) He said he had bought the 
milk at a local grocery store and his wife had used the 
bottles in which to can fruit. Of course the fruit spoil­ 
ed, and he wanted te sell us our bottles. We couldn’t 
keep from smiling at the fellow’s hard luck. 


We have been told that we buy plain milk bottles 
and have a machine (or something) in our plant that 
paints our name on them. The pyroglazing is a patent­ 
ed process and is done at the factory where the bottles 
ai e made. 
\\ e pay about two cents each to get our 
name on the bottles. This name, Reiss Dairy, is copv- 
righted under our state laws, so the bottles may be 
used only by their rightful owner, the Reiss Dariy.

Milk bottles represent a heavy investment in the 
milk industry. 
For every gallon of milk 
sold 
by a 
Dairy, there are at least fifteen to twenty bottles nec­ 
essary to take care of the needs of the customers. 
In 
other words, if a Dairy is bottling 1000 gallons of milk 
each day, it will be necessary for that Dairy to have on 
hand, in retail stores, or customers’ homes a total of at 
least 15,000 milk bottles. 


Now 15,000 bottles cost a lot of money. The aver­ 
age cost of a milk bottle with our name pyroglazed 
thereon is about six cents per bottle. 
Last year 
we 
spent over $4,000 for milk bottles, for a total of about 
67,000 milk bottles. We don’t know where all the bot­ 
tles went. 
Many of them were filled with milk once 
and disappeared. Others have made as high as thirty 
trips, some probably more. 
Our normal breakage in 
the plant is small, because our equipment is made to 
handle glass milk bottles,

Speaking of disappearing, we are reminded of a 
fellow who came into our plant a few weeks ago and 
wanted to sell us some of our own bottles. (We have no 
bottle deposit in Sikeston) He said he had bought the 
milk at a local grocery store and his wife had used the 
bottles in which to can fruit. Of course the fruit spoil­ 
ed, and he wanted to sell u s our bottles. 
We couldn’t 
keep from smiling at the fellow’s hard luck. 


We have been told that we buy plain milk bottles 
and have a machine (or something) in our plant that 
paints our name on them. The pyroglazing is a patent­ 
ed process and is done at the factory where the bottles 
are made. 
We pay about two cents each to get our 
name on the bottles. 
I his name, Reiss Dairy, is copy­ 
righted under our state laws, so the bottles may be 
used only by their rightful owner, the Reiss Dariy.
